TWENTY YEAES OF PSOTEOTION. 


Free Traders are given to theorizing, as 


all the world knows, but the facts which 
refute their theories they wholly ignore.

largest equatorial telescope in the world— 
now being constructed for the observatory 
near Nice is to have an object-glass three 
feet in diameter and a focal length of over 
fifty feet.

—Great accuracy is necessary in the 


construction of standard weights, and nu- 
merous precautions against error are es- 
sential in making final comparisons. Some 
of these have been described by Messrs. 
Deville and Mascart. A balance should 
never be opened during the long series of 
operations upon which the camparison ot 
two weights is based. Its cage, composed 
of two envelopes of glass, bordered with 
cloth, should be guarded from the exter- 
nal air, which would change the hygro- 
metric stale of the interior and would in- 
troduce dust. 
The particles of dust 


notch the knife edges and change the vel- 
vet linings of the-weight boxes into a 
material comparable to emery paper. Air 
may be forced into the interior at the rate 
of four or five qaarts per hour, having 
been first freed from dust by filtering 
through cotton and dried by chloride of 
potassium. 
The substance which 


to produce the least wear on alloys of 
platinum and iridium is ivory, which has 
the further advantage of resisting mois- 
ture and other atmospheric 
influences. 


Standard weights should, therefore, be 
kept in glass cylinders, with ivory caps at 
top and bottom.

continue his business. He should endea- 
vor to impress this important fact upon 
the minds of those who patronize him, 
and unless they are uttery unreasonable 
they will appreciate his situation and do 
what they can to help him along. 


In making collections the merchant 


must always endeavor to hold his temper, 
for he frequently meets with great provo- 
cation in collecting his accounts.

first year after the war, to 883,925,947 in 
the fiscal year which ended June 30, 1881.

431,571.43, and the interest on the debt 
in that year was $150,977,097.87. Six- 
teen years afterwards, on the 1st of July, 
1881, the debt had been reduced to $1,- 
819,650.154.23, and the annual interest 
thereon had been reduced to $75,018,- 
695.50. In these sixteen years the debt 
was reduced exactly one-third and the in- 
terest was reduced exactly one-half.

production of manufactured goods, and 
mining of precious metals, the mining of 
iron ore and coal, the settlement of the 
public domain, or the rehabilitation of 
the exhausted South.

7.10 mills. In 1880 the charge was 8.79 
mills ; cost, 5.42 mills ; net, 3.37 mills 
per ton per mile. The charge in 1880 
was about three mills less than the cost in 
1870. 
The percentage of profit, notwith- 


standing, was greater in 1880 than in 
1860 or in 1870." Mr. Edward Atkin- 
son, of Boston, has recently shown that

That whicl 
is called "the world" exalts the one anc 
despises the other, but it dous not 
them respectable according to the re.i 
meaning of that word. Their respecta- 
bility is but a hollow sham, as they them- 
selves frequently feel; and those who 
worship them bow down to .1 Fetish, a 
thing of feathers and tinsel. The selfish, 
idle drone who wastes his life in his own 
gratification, and dissipates the fortune 
of his progeny, is not and cannot be re- 
spectable, but the hardworking, self- 
denying father, who wears out his life to 
bring up his children is, even though he 
be but a day laborer. Nothing can make 
Dives fit to lie upon Abraham's bosom, 
while Lazarus is welcomed there, even 
with the sores the dogs have licked. 


This false view of life which would 


measure respectability by a conventional 
standard, is totally at variance with our 
Republican institutions. 
It creates an 


"imperium in imperio," for while the law 
declares all citizens equal, it erects a so- 
cial standard which endeavors to ignore 
that great truth. The coarse, brutish, 
knavish, profligate, criminal—in short, 
all who fall short of their duty to them- 
selves and their fellow men—are those 
who are not respectable ; and this whether 
they are rich or poor. 
While those who 


live honestly, and strive to do what they 
can, constitute in reality, the respectable 
class, irrespective of the fact whether 
they eat with silver forks or steel ones.

Tin-; KKMAINS OK A HKA MOX.STISK.— 


The petrified remains of the large sea ser- 
pent which were found in tho marl pit of 
0. C. Herbert, at Marlboro, N. J., last 
week, were supplemented on Monday by 
the discovery of the remains of another 
animal. 
Only two large tusks and por- 


tions of the jaw bone of the reptile were, 
however, found intact, the other bones 
crumbling to pieces when exposed to the 
air. Thc bones found last week are all 
well preserved, and thc tusks are remark- 
able for their size and fine natural polish. 
Professor 
Samuel Lockwoed gives the 


following description of the reptile: "It 
was a monster of great bulk. 
It had two 


paddles well forward and two behind, the 
body being short and stout. 
The bones 


of the paddles, from their she and -solid- 
ity, indicate 
extraordinary propelling 


power. The tail was stout, long and ser- 
pentine, but a little flatish, thus affording 
great aid in propulsion 
by a sculling 


movement. Thc neck was long, and yet 
thick enough to support the head high 
out of water while the monster was en- 
gaged in devouring its prey. 
Thc hu 


jaws were armed with tusks which were 
morn formidable than those of the croco- 
dile. The lower jaw was very singular in 
structure and had a joint like an elbow, 
la the act of swollowing the reptile could 
enlarge its gullet by means of this elbow 
joint. The act of swallowing was neces- 
sarily slow, and thc reptile no doubt would 
have had great trouble in retaining in its 
mouth its struggling prey if it had not 
been for a supplementary jaw, which was 
used as a grapnel. This was armed with 
small teeth, which were curved in shape 
and very sharp. 
As the large jaws with 


their great tusks were being opened so as 
to obtain a now hold, the little grapnel 
jaw held the struggling prey fast, and the 
movements alternated until the fish or 
other prey was forced down the great 
throat." 


The only bones of this monster reptile 


of the antediluvian age known are those 
found in thc marl pits of Mr. Herbert, 
and no name has yet been found for it by 
the scientists.

THI HOUSEHOLD- 


POTATO NOODLES.—Grate one dozen 


of boiled potatoes, add two eggs, a little 
salt, half a cupful of milk, enough flour 
to knead stiff, then cut in small pieces, 
and roll long and round, one inch thick ; 
fry in plenty of lard to a nice brown. 


HAM CAKES.—A capital way of dis- 


posing of the remains of a ham, and 
making an excellent dish for breakfast, 
is : Take one :md a half pounds of ham, 
fat and lean together; put it into a mor- 
tar and pound it, or pass it through a 
sausage machine. Soak a large slice of 
bread in a half- pint of milk, and beat it 
and the ham well together. Add an egg, 
beaten up. Put the whole into a mould, 
and bake a rich brown. 


Fio HOLY I'IDDINO.—One pound of 


flour, six ounces of fresh beef suet, half a 
teaspoonful of silt, one p( and of figs, one 
teaspoonful of liaking powder. 
Chop the 


suet very fine, and remove all strings; mix 
well with the flour, salt, and baking 
powder; make into a paste with iced 
water, and roll out in a sheet. 
Out the 


figs into long slices, cover the paste with 
them, tic in n cloth, and boil in fast boil- 
ing water for two hours. 


GINGER ni:i:AU 
CAKK.—Take half- 


pound of butter, half-pound of sugar, two 
ounces of ground ginger, a dessertspoon- 
ful of carbonate of soda, a pinch of salt, 
and two teacup fills of flour of rice. 
Mix 


these well together, then add one pound 
of syrup, a gill of rich milk, and seven 
eggs, well beaten. Stir into this mixture 
as much flour as will bring it to a proper 
consistency. 
I .ct it lie over night; put 


it into a buttered tin, and bake for .an 
hour, in a moderate oven. Any season- 
ing may be added. Some pieces of lemon 
peel are a great improvement. 


Pooii MAS'-- SOIT.—Put one ounce of 


butter into a s.iuce pan, with three large 
onions, shred fine, and fry them a pale 
brown color ; mid half a tublcspoonful of 
flour, stir for a few minutes, but do not 
allow the mivturc to darken then add 
one quart of common stock, previously 
flavored with carrots, turnips, celery, 
leeks, and partly, boiled in it; stir un- 
til the soup boils, and season it to taste 
with pepper and salt. Peel one or two 
potatoes, cut them into small dice, and 
put them to boil with the soup. Cut sonic 
crusts of bread in long pieces, the size, 
and half the le igth, of French beans, dry 
them in the oven, and, at the time of ser- 
ving, throw them into the soup , then stir 
into it, off the fire, the yolks of two eggs, 
beaten up with a little milk, and strained. 


THE HAND1-.—In order to preserve the 


hands soft and white, they should always 
be washed in warm water, with fine soap, 
and carefully dried with a moderately 
coarse towel, being well rubbed every 
time, to insure a brisk circulation, than 
which nothing can be more effectual in 
procuring u transparent and soft surface. 
If engaged in any accidental pursuit, which 
may h.irt the color of the hands, or if they 
have been exposed to the sun, a little 
lemon juice w i l l icstore their whiteness 
for the time; ,md lemon soap is proper 
to wash them with. 
Almond paste is of 


essential service in preserving the deli- 
cacy of the hands. The following is a 
serviceable pomade for rubbing the hands, 
on retiring to rest: Take two ounces of 
sweet almonds , beat with three drachms 
of white wax and three drachms of sper- 
maceti, beaten up carefully in rose water. 
Gloves should he always worn on exposure 
to the atmosphere.
